In the absence of any special com­ 
munication from Co. G, 
Six th Illinois 
Volunteers, we again glean from our 
exchange« a few items w ith 
regard to 
the boys, that w ill 
be of interest to 
their friends. 
The health of Co. G ha« been excep­ 
tionally good from the start; some of 
the other companies have had 
more 
or less men in the hospital. 
Those en­ 
joy the use of a number of cots, 
mat­ 
tresses, sheet-, pillows and other hos­ 
pital fitting contributed by Senator 
Mason, and by Mrs. E. K. Sm ith, form­ 
erly of Sterling. 
The health of the 
men 
is 
improving 
perceptibly. 
A t 
present there are but two boya of the 
Sixth in the hospital. 
Captain P h ilip M cGrath has recom­ 
mended the following appointments in 
Company G: To be sergeant, Corporal 
F. W . Paine; to be corporals, Privates 
Oscar Meizlor, E a rl H. May, 
W illia m 
Stuckey, M axim lllian G ro sm an , H ir- 
ry C. Hossult and W ilb u r.I. Borrym j.n; 
to be artificer. Private Justin A . W eed; 
to be wagoner, P riv a te Prank W elch 
Sunday night the Sixth 
Regim ent 
:>ut up a fine parade. The execution of 
;ho manual of arms was almost perfect 
and called forth groat applause. 
L ie u ­ 
tenant Colonel Kittolson said 
it was 
the best line ho over saw. 
The men of 
the Sixth Massachusetts, Eighth Ohio 
and Sixth 
Illinois are on excellent 
terms and are always ready to applaud 
anything good in the other regiments 
After the parade the band serenaded 
Colonel Foster. 
The fine music drew a 
large crowd as usual. 
Extrem es sometimes meet in a ridicu­ 
lous fashion, as was seen on Sunday 
when a corporal from the Eig h th Ohio 
camped near the Sixth Illinois, passed 
with a couple of privates, whom he was 
taking on guard. 
The corporal was 
fully six feet four inches in height, 
while the privates were both little 
fellows who could have stood upright 
under hl> armpits. 
One of the Company G tents has a 
large 
placard 
bearing 
the 
legend, 
“ Dixon Red Indian Reservation/’ 
There ha- been considerable trouble 
with men from some of the companies 
who have taken advantage of their 
permission to visit the city, to indulge 
too freely 
in the intoxicating cup. 
Some of them have had to be hunted 
up and brought hack to camp, and the 
guard-house 
has 
occasionally 
been 
pretty thickly populated. 
The boys of 
Company (*, however, have behaved in 
a very exemplary maaner in this re­ 
gard 


On this point an order was issued 
Sunday to the effect that if any mem­ 
ber of a compony became drunk while 
down town he would forfeit $5 of his 
next month’s pay anti the whole com­ 
pany would lost* their passes and p rivi­ 
leges for one month. 
N aturally, this 
order has caused a howl, for while all 
the boys adm it that such things should 
be punished, they do not believe it is 
right to punish the innocent with the 
guilty. 
The men w ill take summary 
vengeance on the first one who is the 
cause of their losing their much-prized 
passes to Washington. 
A 
little fracas took place on the 
guard line Sunday evening, in conse­ 
quence of which a swell-head Virginian 
languished in the Sixth Illinois guard­ 
house awhile. 
He was driving into 
camp on a trot and a guard told him to 
walk his horse. 
As he did not comply 
with his request the next guard stop­ 
ped him and again warned him to go 
slower, 
The corporal of the guard 
was there, and when the guard turned 
the citizen loose, in his wrath he struck 
both of the men with his whip, and the 
next minute he was yanked clear out 
of hie buggy and bustled to the guard 
house. 


The determination of the comrais- 
-ioners of the District of Columbia to 
prevent the 'a le of intoxicating liquors 
to soldiers is receiving the hearty ap­ 
proval of those in command here. 
No- 


tices have been sent out by the police 
department of Washington, calling the 
attention of saloonkeepers to the law 
on the subject, and violators are to be 
prosecuted. 
W hen Jarge armies con 
gregated in the vicinity of the capital 
early in the civil war, Congress found 
it necessary to protect the soldiers, and 
made it unlawful for any one to sell or 
give spirituous or intoxicating liquor 
to them. 
W h ile thi-act has been sev­ 
eral times amended, it has not been re­ 
pealed, and w ill now be strictly en­ 
forced. 
This is perfectly proper, and 
we can but commend the solicitude of 
the commissioners of the D istrict of 
Columbia for the welfare of the c it­ 
izen soldier. 
But the thought is forced 
in upon our minds: 
W h y confine their 
solicitude to the soldier? 
W h y not in­ 
clude in th*ur protection citizens who 
are sent to W a-hingtion to 
make 
laws to govern the people as well 
as those who are sent to enforce the 
w ill of the people? 
Jt seem to us a 
little inconsistant 
and 
exceedingly 
arb itrary to make it unlawful to sell 
to the soldier that which is sold to tht 
legi-lator within the very walls of the 
Capitol. 
Yes, we know the »reason 
of 
this prohibition. 
The sale of intoxi­ 
cants to the soldier tends to insubord­ 
ination and disregard of the rules of 
the army. 
True, but has there never 
been any insubordination to the call of 
the speaker’s gavel—-no flagerant dis­ 
regard 
of the rules of 
the 
House 
or of the Senate? 
W h e re a clear 
brain is peculiarly 
necessary, 
can 
a man serve his constituency 
with 
benefit to his country or honor 
to 
himself while 
his 
brain is 
befud­ 
dled 
with 
brandy? 
To 
the 
boys 
in Camp A lg er it seems fully as im ­ 
portant that the men 
in 
the Capitol

should be “ uroteetcd” as the men

the camp; and they would be if we held 
the strings instead of they. 
Trouble of the most serious ch arac­ 
ter is liable to break out at Camp Al- 
ger*at any moment. 
If it comes it w ill 
grow out of the stupidity and 
general 
incompetency of Colonel Girard, chief 
surgeon of the Second army corps. 
Some days ago G irard called on tho 
regiments to turn in all hospital sup­ 
plies owned by them, annoucingat the 
same time that he proposed to abolish 
regimental hospitals and establish di­ 
vision hospitals. 
A number of tho regiments declined 
to surrender their equipments, 
which 
had been given to them by private par­ 
ties or supplied by Die state. 
The Sixth Illinois, for instance, had 
a nice ambulance presented by 
Mrs. 
Levi ' /, Loiter. 
It hud also some ad­ 
justable cots and chairs and other hos­ 


pital supplies, which represented the 
donations of individuals. 
Colon *1 Fos­ 
ter and the men declined to surrender 
these articles to Chief Surgeon Girard 
for the benefit of the diviaon hospital. 
About the only thing in the way of 
hospital supplies possessed by the Sev 
enth Illinois is a handsome ambulance 
which was recently presented to them 
by Nelson Morris, of Chicago. 
Surgeon G irard started out Monday 
morning to enforce his demand that 
the regiments turn over to him every­ 
thing in the way of hospital supplies. 
He made his first visit to the Seventh 
Illinois, where ho directed that the 
am bulance be taken to the division 
headquarters without delay. 
Colonel Kavanagh, backed by his en­ 
tire regiment, 
politely informed the 
chiof'surgeon that ho declined to rec­ 
ognize his authority for making such 
an order and refused possitively to sur­ 
render personal 
property which had 
been given to the regimeut by an in­ 
dividual. 
Colonel G irard hastened to the corps 
headquarters where he called the atten­ 
tion of General Graham to Colonel 
K ava n a g h ’s refusal to comply with an 
official order. 
Thereupon 
General 
G aham instituted an investigation, and 
it is said that he may order Colonel 
K avanagh before him on a charge of 
insubordination. 


The Amboy News, in reply to T h e 


T e l e g r a p h , 
urges that the county 
official« and their clerks are real resi 
dents of Dixon. 
WTe -aid nothing to 
the contrary. 
It requires only a few 
months to acquire that honor under the 
law. 
A ll we desired to show in that 
behalf was that they came here from 
all parts of the county to take some 
official position. 
Of courso, they w ill 
continue to reside here, probably long 
aft«-r their official terms expire, 
it is 
only necessary for a person to reside 
here a -hort time to acquire a liking 
for Dixon. There is, perhaps, a remedy 
for this Dem ocratic woe. 
Tf the people 
of Pawpaw, Lee Center, Amboy, Viola 
May aDd other towns could just put a 
stop to the custom of electing their effi 
li nt men tocounty offices, perhaps that 
woeful condition of keeping good men 
in office, which tho News so sadly 
mourns, could be somewhat mitigated. 
But we shall insist that Dixon should 
not be abused because the people of 
the county send here citizens who make 
good officers and are therefore con 
tioued in office. 
If our neighbor could 
take a day off and think hard upon this 
matter it m ight save him a 
trouble” that now appears 
him so distressingly. 
Tho News, in commenting upon Mr. 
M cGowan’s nomination, names M arion 
instead of M ay (we spoke of bis former 
home west, when we should have said 
south of Am boy) as his former home, 
and goes on to say that "n o t a vote 
from M arion was recorded in the con­ 
vention for McGowan. 
Strange, isn’t 
i t ? ” 
Yes, “ ’tis passing strang e” — 
that an editor can be so greatly mis­ 
taken.

with his faculties in proper working 
order that the Republicans of this city 
were satisfied to have the people of the 
other election precincts of the county 
nominate the cant iates. 
Doesn't the 
editor of the News see that this simple 
fact clearly indicates that there was 
no “ Dixon ring ” influence in the nom­ 
ination of the Republican ticket at the 
last convention ? 
W e m aintain that there is not a town 
in the county where caucuses are con­ 
ducted more fairly, and where all the 
electors are more fully represented, 
than right here in Dixon.

After an hour of social chat the two 
hun dred or more guests were called to 
order by Secretary Everly , who an ­ 
nounced a short program. 
Cards con­ 
tain in g twelve n umbered lines and tied 
in the corners with knotted ribbons of 
red, white and blue, were, with pencils, 
distributed to the assemblage, an d as 
Miss Nellie Moy er seated herself at 
the piano the company were invited to 
guess and record on the cards the 
titles of the twelve patriotic selections 
in order ai they were struck off from 
the key s.

and the treason of the rum fiend.

A SL E E P Y M A N ’S SPEECH . 


It E lectrified th e J u ry and W on the Ver 
diet For Vest. 
When newspaper writers in Washing­ 
ton are “ shy ” of good stories, they 
hav e only to look into the career of 
George Vest, senator from the great 
state of Missouri. 
There the fund of 
good material is apparently inex hausti 
hie. Walter Wellman has been taking 
a turn at Vest and finds a story that is 
worth repeating. 
The scene is located in Missouri, of 
course, and the preliminaries tell how 
Vest was employ ed by a man whose 
dog had been shot by a neighbor. Oth 
er eminent counsel attended to all the 
preliminaries of the fight, while \ eat 
was there, his head sunk down between 
his shoulders and apparently asleep. Fi­ 
nally his associate nudged him and told 
him that he must make the concluding 
speech. 
Ho demurred, but seeing he 
must do something to earn the fee 
which had been paid him roso and aft 
er gazing earnestly at the jury for some 
minutes began a speech of which this 
is a stenographic copy : 
“ Gentlemen of the jury , the best 
friend a man has in this world may turn 
against him and become his enemy , ilia 
son or daughter that lie has reared with 
lov ing care may prov e ungrateful Those 
who are nearest and dearest to us, those 
whom we trust with our happiness and 
our good name, may become traitors to 
their faith. 
The money that a man has 
he may lose. 
It Hies away from him, 
perhaps when he needs it most. A man s 
reputation may be sacrificed in a mo­ 
ment of ill considered action. The peo­ 
ple who are prone to fall on their knees 
to do us honor when success is with us 
may he the first to throw the stone of 
malice when failure settles its cloud up­ 
on our heads. 
The one absolutely un­ 
selfish friend that man can hav e in this 
selfish world, the one that nev er deserts 
him. the oue that nev er prov es ungrate 
ful or treach* rous, is his dog. 
“ Gentlemi u of the jury , ” the senator 
continued, “ a man’s dog stands by him 
in prosperity and in pov erty , in health 
and in sickness. 
He will sleep on the 
cold ground, where the wintry winds 
blow and the snow driv es fiercely , if 
only he may l>e near his master’s side. 
He will kiss the hand that has 
110 food 
to offer. 
He will lick the wounds and 
sores that come in encounter with the 
roughness of the world. 
He guards the 
sleep of his pauper master as if he were 
a prince. When all other friends desert, 
he remains. 
When riches take wings 
and reputation falls to pieces, ho is as 
constant in his lov e as the sun in its 
journey through the heav ens. If fortune 
driv es the master forth an outcast in 
the world, friendless and homeless, the 
faithful dog asks 
110 higher priv ilege 
than that of accompany ing him to guard 
against danger, to fight against his en­ 
emies, and when the last scene of all 
comes and death takes the master in its 
embrace and his body is laid away in 
the cold ground, no matter if all other 
friends pursue their way , there by his 
grav eside will the noble dog be found, 
his head between his paws, his ey es sad, 
but open in alert watchfulness, faithful 
and true ev en in death. ” 
Then Vest sat down. This remarkable 
speech he had deliv ered in a low v oice, 
without a gesture. No reference had he 
made to the merits of the case in hand. 
Not a word had he uttered about the 
ev idence. When he finished, judge and 
jurv were seen to hav e tears in their 
ey es. The jury filed out, and in a min­ 
ute or two returned to the courtroom.
